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FIRST MEETINGS OF THE 
COUNCIL AND CONFERENCE 


Big Four in Session Sunday to Pave the 


Way For Conference Monday.

Paris, Jan. 11.—Tha first meeting 


cf the supreme Inter-allied council 
nlnce tho American delegation arriv- 
ed in Paris Is expected to ba held at 
the French foreign office tomorrow. 


FOUR BIG LEADERS. 


This will bring together President 


Wilson and the premiers of the three 
other principal powers, David Lloyd 
George, 
Georges 
Clemenceau 
and 


Vittono Orlando, who will probably 
be accompanied by their 
foreign 


ministers, Balfour, Plchon and Son- 
nlno. It is understood that Colonel 
House vilil also attend with Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Lansing, 
as h« had served as tha President's 
representative on tha council until 
the President arrived here. 


NOT. THE CONFERENCE. 


This supreme council Is distinct 


from the inter-allied conference, as 
the supreme council is confined to 
the President and premiers, whereas 
the Inter-allied conference Is made 
up of the full delegations of f've 
members of tha great powers ana a 
lesser number from other powers. 
For this reason the full American 
delegation will cot a'tend the meet- 
Ins Sunday. 


TO PLAN PROGRAM. 


The purpose of tha meeting is to 


arrange a 
plenary 
agreement for j 


Monday when tha other nations will 
be represented and full delegations 
•will be present. The matter of rep- 
resentation and Monday's meeting of 
the Inter-allied conference have been 
the subjects of Informal discussion 
among the various national repre- 
sentatives, but so far no official an- 
nouncement has been made. 


ORIENTAL PROBLEMS. 


The arrival of the Japanese and 


Chinese delegations has brought to 
the front the possibility of tha as- 
sertion by the former of the right, to 
represent the latter, and It may be 
this will be one of the questions con- 
sidered tomorrow. 


CONFERENCE MONDAY. 


It la expected that tha inter-allied 


conference will assemble early Mon- 
day. Sessions, more or less formal, 
xvlll likely last several days, with M. 
Clemenceau as temporary presiding 
officer, pending the arrival of be- 
3.-ted delegations and the launching 
of the conference In Its full mem- 
bership. 


TO ORGANIZE. 


When that stage is reached Pres- 


ident Polncare will attend for the 
purpose of delivering the welcome of 
Franca to the delegates, and Georges 
Clemenceau. the French premier, will 
then be chosen permanent chairman 
cf the conference. 


ALLIED RELIEF. 


Aside from the meetings of the su- 


preme council and tha inter-allied 
conference, interest centers In the 
tnter-allled relief committee, which 
held Its first meeting today after the 
arrival of tha Earl of Reading, rep- 
resenting Great Britain. This ii the 
organization of which Herbert Hoov- 
er Is director, and today's neetlng 
wag for the purpose of souring the 
co-operation of all the allies in the 
extensive relief plans. 


NEW ARRIVALS

Of Procedure 


Paris, Jan. 11.—The plan of pro- 


cedure for 
the 
beginning of the 


peace conference proceedings, so far 
as can be ascertained. Is as follows: 


On Sunday afternoon there will be 


held tha last meeting of the su- 
preme war council, whosa first busi- 
ness will be the question of the re- 
newal of the armistice, for which the 
German delegates 
have been sum- 


moned to Treves on January 14. The 
Germans have not fulfilled several 
of the armistice conditions, notably 
those concerning 
the delivery of 


railroad stocks. Consequently, Mar- 
shal Forch has notified Mathias Erz- 
•berger of the German delegation that 
li<* would not renew the armistice 
automatically. 


OBJECTS SET OUT. 


The council will next pass upon 


the introductory memorandum drawn 
tip In vi°w of the gathering of the 
peace conferees. In this memoran- 
dum, which will be submitted to the 
allied delegations, the members of 
the conference set forth the object of 
their work and the order of It. The

PROCEDURE AND IIESSAGES. 
On Monday the first preliminary

dressed to the other states. The Pres- 
ident and the general secretary of 
the conference also will be elected. 


ADJOUR TO JANUARY 20.

meeting will be adjourned on Mon- 
day until January 20, when Presi-

WATCH OFFICERS. 


Tne Bolshevikl have as general of- 


ficers and battalion and company 
leaders many officers of the former 
Russian emperor's army, who were 
either forced to serve on pain of 
death or imprisonment, or who are 
serving for high pay. The Bolshevikl 
do not trust these men an.I to nearly 
every one Is attached a "commissar," 
whose principal duty seems to be to 
spy on the officer and report him 
for punishment if he shows signs of 
wavering. 
In tha army are about 


200,000 men. 


MANY ARRESTS 


The officers are constantly being 


changed, the officer In command one 
day being arrested the next day on 
suspicion 
of 
counter-revolutionary 


tendencies. 


The sailors seem to be deserting 


the Bolshevikl cause. They were Its 
strongest advocates at 
tha 
begin- 


ning. 
Five hundred of them 
are 


known to have been taken recently 
to Vologda under arrest. 


ENOUGH TO EAT. 


The Bolshevikl 
a r m y 
displays 


strange tendencies In battle, some- 
times fighting bravely and at oth- 
ers fleeing without firing a shot. The 
Bolshevik! soldiers are now rece^v- 
Ing an average of two pounds of 
bread daily, about one pound of meat 
or fish and also sufficient sugar and 
tea. Prisoners say that the Bnlshe- 
viki troops are the only people In the 
Interior of Russia receiving enough 
to eat. 


Workers on Wilson's Re- 


quest Leave Case to 


War Board. 


New York, Jan. 11.—The Marine 


workers, whose strike has tied up 
the port of Now York for threa days, 
voted tonight to return to work as 
soon as possible, in compliance with 
the cabled request of President Wil- 
son, according to an announcement 
tonight by Stephen J. Condon, sec- 
retary o£ the Marine Workers' Af- 
filiation. 


AT WORK SUNDAY. 


Mr. Condon also stated 
that 
the 


strike committee had ordered word 
be sent immediately to all members 
of the affiliation that as many as 
possible should return to work to- 
morrow morning He added that the 
committee had agreed to leave the 
whole controversy for settlement by 
the national war labor board, which 
ia expected to meet Monday morning 
at the latest. 


HEARINGS MONO4.Y. 


At the request of President Wilson, 


and with tha assurance of tha war 
and navy departments, the railroad 
administration 
and 
the 
shipping 


board 
that they would abide by 


whatever decision wa^ made, tha war 
labor board agreed to take up the 
case anew, despite the attitude of 
the employers. 
Arrangements were 


begun for a hearing- Mondav In New 
York and an official request was 
transmitted through the labor de- 
partment to the strikers that they 
return to work pending a decision. 


TO STABILIZE LABOR. 


President Wilson's cablegram also 


entrusted to the war labor board tho 
Important task of stabilizing labor 
conditions generally and preventing 
"Industrial dislocation and warfare," 
which It has been feared-nrtgrht re- 
sult from unemployment during tha 
period of Industrial and military de- 
mobilization. Hitherto the board has 
been concerned solely with the pre- 
vention of stoppage of work.

mit Clever Thief Got 


$250,000 Package.

search for a clever thief who stole 
the 1250,000 worth of Liberty bonds 
belonging to the Studebaker corpora- 
tion. John N. Hunter, postal Inspec- 
tor, and Henry J. Brldgman, assist- 
ant cashier of the First and Old De- 
troit National bank, admitted today, 
for the first time, that the disap- 
pearance of the bonds was a theft. 


EXPERT ON RECEIPTS. 


The chief development In the In- 


vestigation today wag the report of 
John E. Ennls, a Chicago handwrit- 
ing expert, that he found the signa- 
tures on all receipts for registered 
mall packages reported by the local 
postofflce as delivered to the Stude- 
baker offices on January 4 to have 
been written by the same person. 


BOT SIGNED. 


The registered mall received on 


that date was signed for by Eddie 
Snyder, the 
fifteen-year-old 
office 


boy, who, however, has convinced all 
concerned that he knew nothing of 
the disappearance of the bonds. He 
declared he never saw the reddish- 
brown envelope In which the bonds 
were mailed by the Detroit bank. 


CLEVER THIEF. 


The Investigation has settled down 


to a systematic pursuit of all possi- 
ble theories. But the post office of- 
ficials and the private detectives 
jWere convinced that the bonds were 
"stolen by a clever Individual, whose 
Identity, whereabouts and methods of 
securing the bonds are a mystery.

acts remedial legislation. 


POLICIES. 


"Mr. McAdoo's policies »re my pol- 


icies, and I Intend to carry them out 
through the existing railroad organ- 
izations," he telegraphed today to re- 
gional 
directors 
Immediately, 
an- 


nouncement of his B . ' D p o l n t m e n t 
which was made by President Wilson 
by cable, and on recommendation of 
Mr. McAdoo. 
The new director-gen- 


eral also declared for "a square deal 
for labor," fair treatment of railway 
owners and patrons, and closer un- 
derstanding between the public and 
the government on railroad questions. 


WORKED WITH M'ADOO. 


A.S assistant director-general Mr. 


Hlnes advised Mr. McAdoo during the 
formulation of the recommendation 
for five year extension 
of 
federal 


management, and many other 
poli- 


cies of th* railroad 
administration 


have been developed on his recom- 
mendation. 
Be wan called In an 


Mr. McAdoo's principal assistant Im- 
mediately after the government took 
charge of the railways In the final 
days of 1917. 


FIRST ACT. 


Mr. Hlnes' first official set today 


was to degeat* the railroad admin- 
istrations' case In the New York Ma- 
rines Workers' strike to the war la- 
bor board for settlement. 


Th* Idea of combining th* «*v- 


eral hundred private lines Into a few 
federal concerns has been considered 
by Mr. Hlnes but ha said the ques- 
tion relating to that subject were eo 
numerous and perplexing It was con- 
fusing to try even to list them. Ho 
believes, however, that It will bs an 
advantage to have the railroad prob- 
lem discussed during tho next pres- 
idential campaign, basing this on the 
feeling that ecntlment of tho nation 
Is not sufficiently crystallzed to per- 
mit congress to enact legislation that 
would b* satisfactory. 


FOR DISCUSSION. 


The director-general said he fav- 


ored discussion and touting of federal 
control over * period that would give 
needed 
Information to the country, 


after which congress woula be able 
to act with greater safety. 
Whllo he 


advocated Immediate return 
of 
the 


railroads to their owners If th* ex- 
tension Is not granted, he pointed to 
the possible labor difficulties and fi- 
nancial problems of the roads as ar- 
guments against this plan.

An Item on the Hank report of the 


ttUlikln National bank made Dec. 31, 
Isll, has caused considerable Interest 
among those who take the trouble to 


read bank reports with their blsr f'E- 
urcs of deposits, loans and discounts 
and the like. Th's particular item in 
the report shows National bank circu- 
lation, {499.977 60. 


The unusual feature of that item 


was that fitly cents bhown as part 
of the Natnoial bank circulation 


It was the first time that most 


men had ever heard of fractional cur- 
rency in national bank notes. 


Inquiry at the bank revealed the 


fact that one-half of a five dollar 
bill had been presented for redemp- 
tion and it was redeemed for half of 
the value of the bill, $2 60. This 
leaves another half still, presumably 
in circulation if it has not been de- 


stroyed and of course th* bank stands 
ready to redeem It If it Is presented 
and matched up with the half already 
redeemed. 


There are no half dollar bank note* 


In ciruculation, nor $2.50 notes either 
and that item in the bank statement 
puzzled many people who saw It,

REACHBD BREBT. 


"Our ship left Philadelphia April n at 


T-HO In th* morning. 
W. hid been on 
the water a couple of daya when two *h!p« 
in our convey collided and had t* return 
to U. S. 
Th* rent continued on «nd our 
•hip arrived eaf« In tlio harbor *f Brett 
on May 0. Trie next day we went on land 
ffolng out to an old Xapoleon camp called 
Fcntanailum Bsrrackn. 
"After Maying hcie three days our out- 
fit went on to Chattllon Surcher, by way 
of Rene* and Toura. We staved at Chatte- 
lon till the fight of Chateau Thierry, 
when w* went to the front.

Another 
letter has 
come 
from 


lieutenant Byron File, who is with 
the service of supplies in France. 
Lieutenants File tells of the 
trip 


across, and of the 
several 
moves 


that they made 
after 
landing in 


France. Although he has not done any 
lighting, he has played an import- 
ant part in supplying the men at the 
front with such things as fire wood 
ftnd artillery planks. He tells of con- 
structing a saw mill at their camp, 
•which is situated In a forest formerly 
owned by the Duke of Orleans. 


He crossed in a fleet of transports 


and during the voyage several shots 
"were fired at submarines although 
lie does not know as any were hit. 


In his letter he says: 


SET UP SAW MILL. 


"Our camp is about three miles 


from St. Dizier. Our company has been 
nil alone, and now we are stationed 
nbout six miles from the place where I 
the battles of the Marne took place. 
AVe are In a very large forest form- 
erly owned by the Duke of Orleans, 
i-.nd It consists of about 4,000 acres 
of the prettiest timber you ever saw. 


k ,\11 beech, oak and birch. We are 
X>nnected with the 20th engineers, 
the outfit that had some members 
lost on the Tuscania. Two of their 
officers came over and we started 
the biggest saw mill in Franco op- 
erated by the Americans. Our one 
company laid about two and one- 
half miles of standard guase track, 
about a mile of narrow guage. grad- 
ed about ten miles and staked out 
eighteen miles of right of way. 


NOW TAKING IT DOWN. 


"We have a Belgium locomotive 


tHat we use. and would have started 
the mill sawing about two weeks 
nfter the armistice was signed. Now 
•we are tearing up the mess, and 
shipping it away. I was supply of- 
I'cer for this operation and that gave 
me the chance 
to get 
around the 


country and see a little as I had to 
KO to get supplies or have castings 
made. Now we can clean up in three 
or four weeks, 
then I don't know 


•what we will do. 


NO GUNS NOW. 


•"When we first came we used to 
go to sleep to the noise of the big 
Kuns up by St. Mihlel and Metz, but 
lately we have slept only to the noise 
of the owls. During

we 


could see 
artillery 
and

troops changing fronts as most of 
them passed our camp. Then after 
taking St. Mlhiel

Later, 
probably, Instructions will be given 
for the conversion of this govern- 
ment insurance Into regular old line 
policies but it can be carried in the 
government war risk plan by the 
men for five years. 


The instructions are as follows: 
"1. At the time of discharge of an 


officer or enlisted man who has taken 
out insurance, ho Is handed a memo- 
randum of Information on which Is 
stated the amount of his monthly In- 
surance premium until July 1, 1919, 
and the amount of such premium for 
each year thereafter for five years, 
commencing with July I. 
This will 


leave no doubt as to the amount of 
each Insurance1 payment. At the same 
time each officer or enlisted 
man 


should learn from his commanding 
officer or the insurance officer the 
date to which his premiums have been 
paitl by deductions from his pay. 


MONTHLY 
PAYMENTS. 


"2. If the insured at the time of his 


discharge has learned the date to 
which his premiums have been paid, 
he should on tile same date of the suc- 
ceeding- month send his premium to 
the disbursing clerk, Burea-u of War 
rusk Insurance, treasury department, 
Washington, LI. C , making the check 
or money order payable to the Treas- 
urer of the United States, and should 
continue such payments on the same 
(lay of each month thereafter. 


"3. If the insured has not been in- 


formed as to the date to which his 
premiums have been paid by check- 


*g« from hii pay, then h« ihould 
without fall make his first payment 
not later than 31 days after his dis- 
charge, sending: the check to the same 
person and making It payable as stat- 
ed above. In hia letter he should ask 
to what date his premiums are paid 
by the enclosed payment, 
"4. On receipts of the first pre- 


mium payment and each of succeed- 
ing premium payment the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance will send to the 
Insured a blank to use In making 
his next payment. If such blank is 
not received or no reply received In 
response to the first payment the In- 
sured should nevertheless make his 
ext payment not later than one month 
later than the preceding payment, 
again asking for Information as to 
the date to which his premiums are 
thereby paid. 


"5. In all communications the in- 


sured should give full name, Includ- 
ing both first and middle names, his 
grade and organization at the time of 
applying for Insurance, his army se 
rial number, the Insurance certificate 
number (If he knows It), the date 
of discharge or separation from the 
service, and his present address."

That is a good showing In a material

l*i a strange land whose language hi 
didn't know. 


But In the sixty-eight .ears he ac- 


complished something besides accu- 
mulating; this estate; he got some- 
thing more out of life. He was with 
and of men who did things, he was 
a leader among them.

pupils without dormitories. 
They 


threw furnishings into the street and 
destroyed them. Then they burned a 
fkre department 
automobile when 


firemen answered the alarm. 


Now why did these men make these 


particular 
attacks? 
Th* 
railroad 


company had not killed the five on 
Tuesday; neither had the girls In the 
school done that killing. 
The fire 


department had taken no hand In 
killing any of the five. 


One wonders 
why these attacks 


were mad* on Institutions that had 
not offended, against 
peopl* who 


had taken no part in the earlier dis- 
turbances. 


The thing looks as If the spirit of 


destruction had taken hold of those 
fellows, that they burned and smash- 
ed things generally just because that 
was their humor. 
It Is suspected 


that Argentina will not get along 
pleasantly with these fellows.

Thtjr have outlived the Tu- 
dors, the Etuarts, th* tyranny of 
Spain, the dynasties of France, Char- 
lemagne, Babylonian kings, Egyptian 
Pharoahs—all hall the Jew. 


The Jewc came here and w* wel- 
comed them. Visit a poorhouse and 
you won't find 'em; they're not among

from her husband, which was written 
from Brest on Dec. 12, the day that 
President Wilson reached that port. 
Beery was one of the guards of honor 
for the president. 


Beery Is the son of Mr. and Mrs. J 


B. Beery. He enlisted in the navy at 
the Great Lakes on July 25, last. He 
left Xew York for overseas on Nov. 10. 
In his letter he says: 


BREST OLD TOWN. 


"I suppose you received the card 


telling of my safe arrival overseas. 
I enjoyed part of the trip but was 
seasick and was glad to land. The 
Bay of Biscay was rough. 


"Brest must be a very old town 


for the building I am in has such 
thick walls and has been built a lone 
time; some one told me in 1S-5. Nearly 
every other door Is a wine shop here. 
There are only two movie shows and 
they cost you IS cents each for ad- 
mitlance. 


"The days seem lone and we have 


little to do. I stand on the corners 
and watch the sights and walk until 
I am tired.

Miss Lelah Carver of Washington,

"At a big Red Cross hut there you 


visit those in wheel chairs and those 
who are able to be around. We didn't 
get into the ward, for you have to 
have a pass to get In there. Many of 
tho fe'.lows have limbs off; several 
had both off. The one we talked to 
the most was wearing a cork limb 
(temporarily). They sure have stor- 
ies to tell and are very Interesting. 
The hospital. I supposed, was an Im- 
mense affair. Well, the main build- 
ins Is as large ns the Macon County 
hospital at home, but the whole af- 
fair covers acres and acres. The dif- 
ferent 
wards are bnilt separately 


from the buildings. Then there will 
be another brick building. It look- 
ed like some condensed camp to me 
and we walked so far to get to the 
Rfrt Cross building:. 


"The hoys can't say enough for 


the Red Cross or the Salvation Army. 
They nlso Bald they sure loved the 
chaplains and the chaplains loved the 
boys, and they said very few men 
cried, but when one started they all 
haiT'a'cry. It is fo interesting. The 
stories of how they got their injur- 
ies are too long to write about. You 
go into this hut and pick out a fel- 
low and nsk him what state he Is 


from and tell him where you are 
from. 
One bunch of three fellows 


I asked If any of them were from 
Illinois and they said no. Then I took 
almost a step and one fellow called 
and said, 'Yes, this follow is,' and 
pointed to a big tall chap. This tall 
boy had worked In Chicago a short 
time, and he said, 'I'm from Illinois.' 
They each had a limb off and ono 
had a scar on the top of his head and 
eighteen stitches In his stomach. He 
looked to mo ns though he had tuber- 
culosis, too. He said he hadn't been 
well tha last month and had been 
losing flesh. They are nearly all nice 
boys and they are sorry when you 
have to go. They are not glum and 
unhappy looking ns you might think, 
but very cheerful. One waa a very 
brilliant cultured sort of a boy, an- 
other cams from a farm In Virginia 
and one from Missouri. I would Ilka 
to go often and will try to."
